“With this condition there can l*> 
uuty oro result Millions, of bushtjs of 
grain that should come to New York 
are directed to rival seaports. Hince the 
opening of'lake navigation grain lias 
been forwarded from Chicago to Buf¬ 
falo, a distance of nearly 1,000 miles, for 
one cent and a fraction per bushel. The 
rate on the canal from Buffalo to New 
York' has fluctuated between two and 
one-eighth and four cents per bushel, and 
this, mind you, on a waterway that has 
been without improvements since war 
times. An important question naturally 
arises, Is New York to allow»her great 
caual system to deteriorate to such an 
extent as to make it Impossible for hit¬ 
men to successfully coin pete with rival 
routes and the great Canadian canal 
system? 

“Millions upon millions have been ex¬ 
pended in bettering and perfecting the 
railway routes. Hundreds of \>>ata are 
vaiuly waiting for cargoes at the port of 
Buffalo. Figures tell the story of the 
need of caual improvements lietter than 
words. In 186*3*over 88,000,000 bushels 
of grain came to Buffalo from the far 
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lakes by meaus of what scoffers of that 
day called “Be Witt Clintou’s ditoli. 
Begun iu W17 aiul opened.iu 182^th« 
Erie canal has ever siiK»e t>e^n an irfip»>r- 
taut factor iu the politics and prosperity 
of New York state. Its original cost 
was nearly $8,000,000, nud many times 
that sum have been exiiemled in its im¬ 
provement aud maintenance. It spans 
the state of New York with a ribbnu of 
water ik*3 miles loug. and is practically 
the first on the list of similar great en¬ 
terprises projected and carried out by 
other commonwealths of the republic. 

For this reason, and also because just 
a century ago a bill was introduced iu 
the New York legislature providing 
plans for a canal system, the grain deal¬ 
ers, warehousemen and shippers of the 
Empire State are arranging to com¬ 
memorate the anniversary by a celebra¬ 
tion suitable to the occasion. It is in¬ 
deed a centennial that ought to be ac¬ 
centuated by imposing ceremonies, for 
in the hundred years of progress canals 
have played an iui]M»rtant j»art and have 
swollen from the five tnilcs of I7VJ to 
the 4,000 miles of (JW. 

And yet, if the schemes now under 
consideration art' carried ent, the 
century of canal luiihling iu the United 
States will overshadow the first century 
as a giant does a pygtuy. TIi? most imi 
mediate progress is to lie made nixler 
the provisions of this years river and 
harbor bill, regarding which a writer in 
The Review of Kaviews says Unit it'jim- 
videa a sufticient 8tun to U>giii Hat work 
of deepening the counet'ting clianm4> of 
the great lakt*s so thut there will u«e 
where be less than tweiity feet of water 
between Chicago.

r t'aptain t'lark'a reference to the “great 
C^anadmat canal system” is worthy of 
note, for the system is in fact a great 
one. It owes much to the efiorls of 
William Hamilton Merritt, who can 
justly be termed the DeWitt Clinton of 
the Dominion. It was iu 182*1 that Mer¬ 
ritt aud his associates subscribed the 
money io begin ike work on that mag- 
nffirent triumpti of engiiieeriug now 
'known as the Wellamr canal, which 
overcomes the obstacle of Niagara falb 
and cannecta the great lakes of Erie :uid 
Ontario. 

In connection with the coming cele¬ 
bration many things of practical impor¬ 
tance wrill be diacBMed, chief among 
them the questions of speed and carry¬ 
ing capacity, ft would appear that the 
days of uiule power and towpaths are 
.pfcsaiAg sway, and in their place the 
feaMbility of steam, electricity and 
tracCTOB cables is being considered. The 
widenteff and deepening of these arti- 
tirial'fcraterwmys naturally call for 
bitfg^fLoate, heavier cargoes and greater 
power* of propulsion. What the de- 
ciskm may be one can hardly anticipate, 
but it is safe to prediet, as before re¬ 
marked, that the second century of 
canal enterprise in the United States 
-wiU dwarf the progress of its first 
hundred years. , Feed C. DaYton.
